SIXTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 
NEW  YORK  SOCIETY  FOR  THE 
RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED 


The  Board  having  decided  that  the  fiscal  year  should  end 
on  December  31st,  the  reports  and  statistics  herewith  presented 
cover  the  period  of  fifteen  months  ending  December  31st,  1924. 

The  current  expenses  for  the  period  were  $679,682.64,  the 
current  revenue  $619,861.76,  making  a deficit  of  $59,820.88. 
The  deficit  for  the  period  of  fifteen  months  on  current  expenses 
of  the  following  funds : Christmas,  Thanksgiving,  Russell  Sage, 
Social  Service,  was  $8,648.36,  making  a total  deficit  of 
$68,469.24. 

The  activities  of  the  hospital  and  its  departments  have  con- 
tinued to  extend.  As  in  the  past,  we  have  striven  to  maintain 
in  both  the  hospital  and  dispensary  the  maximum  service  for 
the  patient,  with  the  greatest  amount  of  care  and  comfort. 

The  new  nurses’  home  was  opened  in  February,  1924, 
thereby  providing  a home  for  attendants  who  were  before  living 
at  various  places  in  the  City. 

The  X-ray  service  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  instal- 
lation of  a new  filing  and  recording  system,  but  the  machine 
itself  is  old  and  inadequate  and  must  be  replaced  with  a new 
machine. 

The  new  physiotherapy  department  was  opened  March  15th, 
1924,  and  the  number  of  treatments  given  in  this  department 
has  steadily  increased.  A staff  of  16  persons  is  constantly  busy 
in  that  department. 

Two  rooms  have  been  renovated  and  made  available  for 
isolation. 

To  meet  the  increase  in  the  operating  service,  two  full-time 
anaesthetists  are  now  employed. 

Owing  to  requirements  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention 
of  the  New  York  City  Fire  Department,  a sprinkling  system 
was  installed  in  the  X-ray  vault,  and  a new  fire  call  system  and 
many  other  costly  alterations  were  added  to  the  equipment. 
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The  nursing  department  has  been  further  enlarged,  our 
present  force  consisting  of  1 Directress  of  Nurses,  3 Assistants, 
23  Graduate  Nurses,  60  Attendants  and  8 Orderlies. 

The  needs  of  a modern  hospital  are  increasing  daily,  if  such 
hospital  is  to  keep  up  its  place  among  the  leading  institutions, 
and  to  meet  the  increasing  expense  we  need  a larger  endowment 
and  more  annual  donations.  We  appeal  to  all  the  friends  of  the 
hospital  to  increase  their  contributions,  and  so  help  us  in  this 
much  needed  work. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  4,135  persons  who,  according  to  their 
means,  have  contributed  either  their  time,  money,  or  other  gifts 
to  the  patients  of  the  hospital. 

The  activities  of  the  hospital  are  set  forth  in  detail  in 
reports  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  and  of  the  different  heads  of 
departments.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 

To  the  Board  of  Managers, 

Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled: 

Gentlemen : — 

During  the  15  months  ended  December  31st,  1924,  3,225 
patients  were  treated  in  the  Hospital ; 3,074  were  discharged ; 
308  cured;  1,623  improved;  99  unimproved;  12  died,  and  32 
were  not  treated. 

The  total  number  of  new  patients  treated  in  the  dispensary 
was  17,155,  the  number  of  Subsequent  Treatments  was  50,642, 
making  a total  of  67,797  treatments  given  in  the  Dispensary. 

In  the  Pathological  Laboratory  10,767  examinations  of  all 
kinds  were  made  showing  the  activities  of  this  Department. 

The  X-ray  Department  was  as  busv  as  in  the  preceding 
year,  12,729  Radiographs  being  made  during  the  period. 

The  Operating  Department  of  the  Hospital  was  unusually 
active.  The  total  number  of  operations  were  2,483. 

The  School,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Chapman,  has 
continued  to  render  the  same  efficient  service  as  in  the  past. 

The  Nursing  Service  has,  without  question,  been  improved 
in  the  last  few  years.  Miss  Ridley,  the  present  Directress  of 
Nurses,  is  trying  earnestly  to  cope  with  that  important  problem. 

The  New  Physiotherapy  Department,  under  the  Direction 
of  Dr.  Hanson,  has  been  very  successful.  An  average  of  15 
workers  is  kept  busy  giving  treatment  in  baking,  massage, 
Heliotherapy,  Hydrotherapy,  Electrotherapy,  Mechanotherapy, 
from  9 A.  M.  until  6 P.  M. 

The  thanks  of  the  Staff  are  due  to  the  Board  for  taking 
care  of  the  Alumni  on  their  annual  visit  to  their  Alma 
Mater.  The  Scientific  Session  this  year  was  excellent,  and  a 
great  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  was  taken  by  all  the 
members  of  the  Alumni. 

The  Staff  of  the  Hospital  has  suffered  a great  loss  this  year 
through  the  death  of  Dr.  James  R.  Nagle.  He  was  a very 
competent  physician,  and  in  addition  had  an  unusually  attractive 
personality. 
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All  the  departments  of  the  Hospital  have  increased  in 
efficiency,  being  run  on  the  principles  of  giving  full  service  to 
the  patient,  and  the  Community  at  large.

The  private  pavilion  was  opened  on  March  15,  1923.  It  offers 
the  patient  every  possible  comfort  and  advantage. 

The  prices  of  the  rooms  range  from  $6.00  to  $18.00  per  day, 
payable  one  week  in  advance.  Semi-private  rooms  on  the  pavilion 
are  $6.00  per  day.  Semi-private  rooms  off  the  pavilion  are  $5.00 
per  day.  These  rates  include  board,  ordinary  nursing,  medicines 
and  dressings. 

Special  (Graduate)  Nurses  may  be  had  on  request  at  the  rate 
of  $7.00  per  day  and  $2.00  per  day  for  meals. 

For  extra  dressings  and  medicines,  for  all  X-rays,  braces,  physio- 
therapy treatments,  apparatus  and  laboratory  service  a charge  is 
made  accordingly.  The  use  of  the  operating  room  is  $15.00. 
Doctors’  fees  are  not  included  in  the  hospital  bills. 

Each  room  is  provided  with  a telephone.  Ten  cents  is  charged 
for  all  local  calls,  long  distance  calls  per  telephone  company  rates. 
For  an  electric  fan,  an  additional  charge  of  25  cents  per  day,  for  a 
radio  the  charge  is  one  dollar  per  day. 

If  a patient  wishes  to  have  a member  of  the  family  stay  at 
the  hospital,  an  extra  cot  will  be  placed  in  the  room  at  an  addi- 
tional charge  of  $2.00  per  day,  and  $2.00  per  day  for  meals. 

A safe  is  provided  in  the  main  office  for  valuables.  The 

management  is  not  responsible  for  valuables  left  in  the  rooms  of 

the  Patients. 

Visiting  is  allowed  from  9.  A.  M.  to  9 P.  M.

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REPORT  OF  HERNIA  DEPARTMENT 

The  work  of  the  Hernia  Department  is  steadily  increasing. 
Nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  operations  for  the  radical  cure 
of  hernia  were  performed  during  the  year. 

With  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  industrial  acci- 
dent cases  referred  to  this  Hospital,  the  number  of  general 
surgical  operations  performed  by  the  staff  has  increased. 

The  total  number  of  operations  performed  by  the  Hernia 
Staff  were  1,565. 

A noteworthy  advance  in  technique  of  the  hernia  operations 
during  this  past  year  was  the  introduction  of  the  Gallie  Method 
of  treating  direct  herniae  and  large  recurrent  herniae  by  means 
of  living  fascial  sutures.  Forty-eight  of  these  operations  were 
performed  with  most  satisfactory  results.

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REPORT  ON  PHYSIOTHERAPY  DEPARTMENT 

For  the  Year  1924 

Modern  orthopedics  may  be  divided  into  orthopedic  surgery, 
the  application  of  plaster — and  mechanical  supports  and  physio- 
therapy. Of  these  physiotherapy  has  been  developed  during  and 
after  the  late  world  war.  The  purpose  of  physiotherapy  is  to 
restore  to  proper  function  parts  of  the  disabled  human  machine 
by  the  application  of  physical  means. 

The  advantages  of  a physiotherapy  department  are  several : 

1.  It  is  a necessary  after  treatment  to  many  orthopedic 
operations  for  restoration  of  function. 

2.  It  is  a specific  for  many  ailments,  some  of  which  may 
be  considered  trivial  but  if  not  treated  may  develop  into  more 
serious  pathology. 

3.  Even  the  most  conservative  surgeons  must  admit  the 
possibility  of  following  up  the  patients  during  convalescence  in 
the  physiotherapy  department. 

The  work  of  the  physiotherapy  department  of  this  hospital 
was  started  April  1,  1924,  and  on  the  following  May  1 was 
nearly  completed.  The  floor  space,  3,000  square  feet,  allotted 
to  the  department  is  on  the  ground  floor  along  East  43d  Street 
and  it  is  the  most  favorable  one  because  of  its  proximity  to  the 
out  patient  department.  The  installation  is  so  arranged  as  to 
allow  the  patients  the  most  possible  privacy  and  at  the  same 
time  permit  the  treatment  of  the  great  number  of  clinic 
patients.  The  department  is  divided  into  four  divisions : 

1.  Massage  and  electrotherapy. 

2.  Phototherapy. 

3.  Hydrotherapy. 

4.  Mechanotherapy  and  gymnasium. 

These  divisions  are  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  that 
can  be  obtained.  The  technicians  are  carefully  selected  from  a 
great  number  of  applicants.  At  present  five  are  employed  full 
day  and  ten  half  day.  The  department  is  open  from  9 to  12 
A.  M.  and  1 to  5 P.  M.  The  morning  patients  consist  of  pri- 
vate patients,  ward  patients  and  compensation  patients.  The 
ward  and  clinic  patients  pay  one  dollar  a treatment ; compensa- 
tion patients,  two  dollars,  and  private  patients,  from  two  to  five 
dollars.  Free  patients  are  accepted  on  the  recommendation  of 
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the  Social  Service  Department.  All  patients  sent  for  physio- 
therapy are  first  examined  by  the  physician  in  charge,  who  pre- 
scribes the  treatment  and  re-examines  every  patient  at  regular 
intervals  to  determine  progress  made,  changes  in  the  treatment 
and  recommendation  for  discharge.  The  physician  in  charge  is 
on  duty  all  day  and  asks  for  and  gives  consultation  concerning 
the  patients.  He  also  sends  reports  of  admission,  progress  and 
discharge  to  doctors,  not  on  the  hospital  staff,  who  send  their 
patients  for  physiotherapy  here.

This  wealth  of  clinical  material  and  complete  equipment  is 
also  utilized  for  teaching  purposes.  Sir  Robert  Jones  has  said 
that  the  value  of  physiotherapy  is  well  proven,  but  very  few 
surgeons  know  how  to  prescribe  the  same.  Is  is  not  unusual  in 
our  department  to  see  patients  recommended  for  baking  and 
massage  which  the  surgeon  in  question  often  abbreviates  to 
B.  and  M.  to  show  his  familiarity  with  the  subject.  Others  are 
recommended  for  white  light  or  simple  electricity.  In  order 
to  give  the  future  doctors  some  knowledge  of  physiotherapy,  the 
leading  medical  schools  of  the  country  have  instituted  short 
courses  in  the  subject  and  our  department  gives  such  a course 
for  seniors  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  One  school 
of  physiotherapy  and  one  school  of  physical  education  also  have 
the  advantage  of  our  complete  department. 

If  physiotherapy  is  a complimentary  agent  to  orthopedic 
surgery,  occupational  therapy  may  be  considered  as  the  finishing 
touches  in  the  progress  of  a disabled  patient  into  a useful 
citizen.  In  the  occupational  therapy  department  the  patient  has 
a chance  to  increase  and  strengthen  his  impaired  function  by 
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purposeful  movements  in  making  things  which  require  the 
co-operation  of  his  mind  often  suffering  from  inactivity  as  a 
result  of  a long  illness.  No  orthopedic  hospital  should  be 
without  such  an  occupation  therapy  department,  because  of  the 
type  of  patients  treated  and  their  long  confinements.  I there- 
fore look  forward  to  the  organization  of  such  a department  in 
this  hospital  in  the  near  future  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients 
and  the  reputation  of  the  hospital. 

Of  late  years  there  has  been  a tendency  among  surgeons  to 
install  one  or  two  physiotherapy  apparatus  in  their  offices  and 
without  any  knowledge  of  said  apparatus  treat  all  comers.  This 
is  not  any  more  fair  to  the  patient  than  it  is  for  a physician  to 
confine  his  medications  to  two  drugs  or  for  a surgeon  to 
operate  with  only  two  instruments. 

A complete  physiotherapy  department  in  a hospital  should 
be  a center  where  the  doctors  on  the  staff,  as  well  as  any 
qualified  physician  or  surgeon,  could  send  his  patients  for  such 
treatment  as  is  indicated  under  ethical  conditions  and  thereby 
not  lose  the  control  of  his  patient. 

The  Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled  has  long  been 
one  of  the  leading  orthopedic  hospitals  in  the  country  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  its  physiotherapy  department  should  not  serve 
as  a model  of  its  kind  for  other  institutions  in  the  future.

RULES — The  Hospital  will  be  open  every  week-day  for  the 
treatment  of  out-patients  from  1 to  3 P.M.  Applicants  for  admission 
of  in-patients  will  be  received  every  day.  Visiting  hours  are  as  fol- 
lows: For  all  patients  on  Saturday  from  2 to  4 P.M.,  and  for  adults 
only,  every  day  from  2 to  3 P.M.  and  Thursday  evening  from  7 to 
8 P.M. 

The  Society  will  furnish  medical  treatment  and  bandages  for 
every  curable  variety  of  deformity,  viz:  spinal  diseases  tending  to 
hump-back,  hip  disease,  white  swellings,  and  all  deformities  resulting 
from  paralysis  and  rickets.  Also  trusses  for  adults  and  infants,  sup- 
porters for  women,  laced  stockings  for  enlarged  veins  and  ulcerated 
limbs,  and  every  variety  of  bandages  for  this  class  of  sufferers.  The 
charity  is  confined  to  New  York  City  and  patients  without  the  limits 
will  be  required  to  pay  board.  Curable  children,  men  and  women 
will  be  received  into  the  hospital  for  treatment  after  an  examination 
in  out-patient  department.
